The application of the sales tax to the manufacture and sale of 
draperies is complicated by the difficulty of determining, uniformly, 
the point of incidence and the proper taxable value, where interior 
decorators provide custom-made drapes from customer-owned material, 
where retailers of drapery material have drapes made "free" for their 
customers, where the drapes are made by numerous small contractors in 
their homes, on order from a "manufacturer", All of these considera- 
tions were involved in the determination of liability of Associated 
‘Sales Agency Ltd., and led to uncertainty as to whether the firm should 
operate under license or whether it would be in the better interest of 
the revenue that the firm merely continue to pay tax on its purchases 
of materials. Despite the protest of the firm that it was not a manu- 
facturer, the Department decided to require him to obtain a license. 


A retroactive adjustment of tax led to assessment of 31,204.53 
which is subject to statutory penalty of $433.37. The licensee 
istrenuously objects to the assessment and it is difficult to affirm 
that his protests would not be heard favourably by the courts should 
legal action be taken. 


As an alternative, the firm has tendered $300.00 in full settle- 
ment of the account with an undertaking to submit to the Department's 
decision for the subsequent period. It is considered advisable to 
recommend approval.

An assessment of $465.42 was established against this licensee. 
Mr. Symons is a jobber in varnishes, floor seals, coatings for asphalt 


surfaces and paints. Tax was paid on these items at the time of purchase. 


During the audit it was discovered that Mr. Symons had ordered paint 
ingredients for delivery to another plant to be processed for him, not 
Tealizing that by this action he was deemed a manufacturer for sales 
tax purposes, and liable for payment of tax based on the selling price. 
Since he was not able to recover the tax Mr. Symons sustained financial 
loss but remitted $350.00 and requests that this sum be accepted in 
full settlement. There remains outstanding tax of 5114.42 and penalty 
of $91.80. In view of the circumstances, remission of these amounts is 
recommended.

An assessment of la 30eLe resulted from the fact that this 
licensee, operating under a wholesaler's license, accounted for tax 
on taxable sales of assembled sewing machines on the basis of taxable 
cost rather than sale price during the period June 14, 1963 to June 30, 
1965. This company purchases completed sewing machines and attaches 
them to stands. For the purroses of the Excise Tax Act the company is 
classified as the manufacturer and should have been operating under a 
manufacturer's license rather than a wholesale license from the date 
of first issue. Unfortunately, this was not brought to their attention. 
This oversight is probably explained by the fact that prior to June 14, 
1963, no liability for tax would have accrued under either license, 
since the company was selling commercial sewing machines under production 
machinery exemption. Payment of $964.06 has been received, and the 
company requests that this be accepted as payment in full. In the 
circumstances, it is recommended that remission of these amounts be 
granted.
